Farmer*, tobacco grower* and stock- 
holders in loose leaf warehouses, were 
la high glee over the prices reached on 
the floors of thr Danville and Rich 
mond markets last Monday. The 
tloors were well filled with mediurr 
grades of tobacco and large crowd* 
were on hand, so interested were thev 
in seeing the market open. Over 10, OM 
pounds went over the breaks at Dan- 
ville at the unusual average of llfi.Si 
Several (iarrard county crop* were on 
the Danville market and as usual help 
to bring up the high average. 

W. M. Onstott. of lower (iarrard 
sold only one half of his crop that 
brought a general average of $28 37 
J. J and W. D. Walker sold the mean 
est end of their crop, amounting to 
about 4. (IPO pounds that brought the 
high average of $17 7.V Of course the 
sellers of these crop* were delighted 
as all were who had their tobacco on 
the merket this week. The indica- 
tions are that the prices will be main- 
tained throughout the season. The 
lower grades are more than twice as 
high as last season, while the tops are 
bringing about the same as last year. 
Nothing sold for less than $9 00 on any 
of the floors this week in either Dan- 
ville or Richmond. The markets in 
Lexington are just as good and a, I 
hou.s-s there are having good averages. 
Another season came in last Monday 
night MM the result will be that the 
floors will be tilled for several days to 
come insuring the grower a nice bunch 
of Christmas money before the holiday 
season is u|ion u*.
